'“St. Louis certainly is well up 
in the running among large cit- 
les in the rottenness of its slums,” 
a federal housing official has told 
city representatives after an in- 
spection tour here. 

This statement was made by 
Warren J. Vinton, first assistant 
commissioner of the federal Pub- 
lic Housing Administration, who 
continued: 

“I'll venture that most of your 
citizens aren’t even aware of the 
evil, inhuman living conditions 
which exist down here (‘in a St. 
Louis slum area). Lincoln said 
the nation couldn't exist half slave 
and half free; today it cannot con- 
tinue to. prosper with two-thirds 
well-housed and one-third living 
in such degradation.” 

Inspects Slum Site. 

Vinton made his comments to 
re rs following a trip yester- 
day through the slum site chosen 
by the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity for its fourth low-rent estab- 
lishment — Eighteenth-Jefferson- 
Franklin-Cass. He expressed ap- 
proval of the city’s plan for in- 
termingling “urban  redevelop- 
ment” housing for middle-income 
tenants, backed by private enter- 
prise, with “public” or low-rent 
housing on this site. 

This idea definitely has federal 
approval, he added, saying: “‘We 
believe this is the more demo- 
cratic way, and it is surprising 
how successful this plan has —_ 

other cities.” The Publie 
Housing Administration is the 
branch of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency that deals with 
pubtic, federally aided housing. 

The over-all program of S§t. 
Louis for slum clearance and 
urban rehabilitation, including 
low-rent and middle-rent housing 
and other improvements,. will be 
“greatly enhanced” by the active 
interest of private capital, Vin- 
ton said. Plans are under way 
now to attract private capital for 
this purpose on a large scale. 

Progress in Other Cities. 

Some cities have advanced far- 
ther than St. Louis in their hous- 
ing and slum clearance plans, 
Vinton related, emphasizing that | 
cities should not let their pro- 
posals lag. However, he said St. 
Louis is in “good shape,” and 
ahead of the average for large 
cities, in readiness to take ad- 
vantage of the broadened pro- 
visions of the 1949 Housing Act. 

“In making plans for a partic- 
ular project,” said Vinton, “it 
will be well to relate them to 
broader plans, covering larger 
areas, for development on a long- 
range basis. In this way, you 
will make maximum use of the 
federal assistance available. We 
of the Public Housing Adminis- 
tration are interested in all-slum 
areas, which ring and clutch cities 
like an evil vise.”

SALMON PROBABLY 
SMELL WAY HOME, 
SAY SCIENTISTS 


Minnows Trafned to Distin- 
guish Between Odors of 
Different Streams.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 — Two 
University of Wisconsin scientists 
told the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science today 
that a sense of smell probably is 
what* enables migrating salmon 
to find their way back to home 
waters to spawn and die. 


Profs. Arthur D. Hasler and 
Warren Wisby said they have 
been able to train minnows to 
distinguish between the natural 
odors of different streams. 

The scientists suggest that every 


stream may have a characteristic 
smell which a salmon can remem- 
ber, and that this smell probably 
accounts for the salmon’s puzzling 
directional skill.

President Truman, flying back 
to Washington after a Christmas 
vacation at his home in Inde- 
pendence, Mo., stopped at Lam- 
bert-St. Lois Field today to pick 
up. Secretary of the Treasury 
John W. Snyder. The President's 
plane, the Independence, landed 
at 12:19 p.m. and took off again 
at 12:48. 

Truman’s plane landed in 
Washington at 3 p.m. (St. Louis 
time.) 

Snyder almost went off with- 
out his luggage. The St. Louisan 
boarded the plane at the Naval 
Air Station, and blocks under the 
wheels of the blue-and-silver 
transport were being removed for 
the take-off when Snyder discov- 
ered. his suitcase was not aboard.

Lucas Predicts Cut in

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
Returning Congréssmen chalked 
up deficit spending today as the 
top domestic issue in the new 
session of Congress opening next 
week. 

Democrats joined Republicans 
in deploring a state of financial 
affairs in which the Government 
will have to go on borrowing 
from the people because its outgo 
|is bigger than its income from 
taxes. 

At that point, members of the 
two major parties parted violent- 
ly in their comments. 

Over many Democratic pro- 
tests, Republicans put the finger 
on the Truman administration’s 
“Fair Deal” program as the cause 
of the Treasury’s present finan- 
cial woes. 

Some Democrats, including Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Lucas of Il- 
linois, defended deficit spending 
as a necessary measure to insure 
world peace. 

Lucas, announcing he is run- 
ning for re-election, told an au- 
dience in Havana, Til., last night: 

“I hate deficit financing. I hate 
to have the Government borrow- 
ing more money from the Amer- 
ican people. 

“But if we must make a choice 
between a period of deficit finan- 
cing to strengthen our chance for 
peace or running the chance of 
engaging ‘in an atomic war, I will 
declare right now that I prefer 
the risk of deficit financing.” 

Lucas said the country is pros- 
perous and ridiculed Republican 
leaders “who tell us we are on 
the way to the poorhouse.” 

He predicted, however, that 
military outlays ‘will be cut two 
billion dollars in the next year 
and that a billion-dollar cut can 
be made in Marshall Plan eco- 
nomic aid th western Europe. 

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 
Republican floor leader, called 
for a $1,500,000,000 slash in Mar- 
shall Plan spending. 

“From my travels across the 
country since the nod session of 


want the cost of government cut. 
drastically,” he said in a state- 
ment. 

He took a shot at reports—now 
discounted — that President Tru- 
man would ask for an increase in 
taxes. 

“Instead of talking about in- 
creasing taxes, to give the spend- 
thrift socialists more money to 
squander, Congress should bring 
the budget into balance by 
cutting expenditures to fit the 
cloth of revenue,” he said. 


Taft on Brannan Plan. 


Senator Taft of Ohio, who heads 
the Senate Republican policy com- 
mittee, said worse troubles are 
ahead if the Democrats can push 
the Brannan farm subsidy pay- 
ment through Congress. 

In a weekly report to Ohio vot- 
ers, he estimated that subsidies 
under such a plan would run to 
six billion dollars a year. 

The scheme would guarantee 
the farmer’s income on some per- 
ishable products, letting those 
products reach their own price 
level on the market. Under the 
plan the consumer would benefit 
from the lower prices. 

“Since the farmer and the con- 
sumers are the taxpayers, they 
would simply get a bill from the 
Governnient for the benefits they 
are supposed to receive, plus a 


sum added in to pay salaries to 
several hundred thousand em- 
ployes required to administer the 
plan,” Taft said.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
The Southern Coal Producers 
Association today complained to 
the National Labor Relations 
Board that the three-day coal 
mining week is an unfair labor 
practice. 

Suggesting that the board seek 
a court order to end the short 
work week, the operators said it 
is coercion. They told the board 
also that John L. Lewis, leader 
of the United Mine Workers, has 
refused to bargain in good faith 
under the Taft-Hartley law. 

“Through his currently imposed 
three-day work week, the head 
of the United Mine Workers 
plainly is attempting economic 
coercion of coal operators, seek- 
ing to provide them with the 
choice of financial collapse or 
accepting terms which he pre- 
scribes,” the association said. 
The association filed the 
charges with the office of NLRB 
general counsel, Robert N. Der 
ham. 

President Joseph E. Moody said 
that the decision on whether an 
injunction ‘would be sought by 
the. NLRB rested with the re- 
gional director in Baltimore. 

But, he said, John C. Gall, as- 
sociation general counsel, urged 
the NLRB “to ask immediately 
for an injunction restraining the 
use of the unfair labor practices” 
pending the disposition of _ the 
charges. 

Lewis put his 400,000 soft-coal 
miners and 80,000 hard-coal min- 
ers on a three-day work week 
Dec. 5. Since then he has: been 
signing up small and independent 
coal companies to new contracts. 

These contracts generally call 
for a 95-cents-a-day wage increase 
(to $15 a day), 15 cents a ton in- 
crease in the present 20-cents-a- 
ton industry payments to the min- 
ers’ welfare and retirement fund, 
and rentention of the ‘willing and 
able” to work clause.

MICE CAN’T TAKE 
RINGING OF BELL 
—IT KILLS THEM 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (UP)—If 
you jump and jerk when the tele- 
phone jangles you'll be interested 
to know the house mouse can't 
stand it either. It kills him. 

“Mice went into tailspins and 
usually died when exposed to con- 
tinuous ringing of an electric 
bell,” Dr. E. M. Vicari reported 
to the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science to- 


ay. 

Ringing bells first drove the 
mice into frantic fits of running 
which were followed by clonic- 
tonic convulsions (continuous but 
irregular jerks), said Dr. Vicari, 
of the R. B. Jackson Memorial 
Laboratory at Bar Harbor, Me. 

“Such, bizarre behavior traits,” 
he said, “appear at youthful ages 
in some gentic strains whilé at 
various older ages in other 
strains.” Even the mice that sur- 
vived the bells wound up with 
bad cases cf shakes. 

Besides be@ring out the fears 
of some human beings that bells 
can annoy the life out of one, Dr. 
Vicari said the investigations 
may lead medical science to the 
deep-seated cause of high emo- 
tional temperaments in human 
beings—even of neurotic catalep- 
tic and epileptic behaviors. 


RAIL SHARES CARRY STOCK

Some better-than-expected No- 
vember earnings reports were 
credited with pushing demand for 
several rail stocks. The day’s 
gains in this group ranged from 
a few cents to around $2 a share.

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Relief Aid Detained by 
Soviets After Crossing 
Austrian Border, but 
Later Is Released. ' 


VIENNA, Dec. 28 .(UP)—Israel 
G. Jacobson, American Jewish re- 
lief official who. was expelled 


by Russian Suthorities at the Aus- 
trian border, finally was released 
today and arrived in Vienna. 

A Russian officer accompanied 
Jacobson through the Soviet zone 
of Austria from the border tawn 
of Nickelsdorf, where he had been 
stopped by Russian authorities on 
the ground his papers were not in 
order. 

Jacobson, Budapest director for 
the American Joint Distribution 
Committee, was expelled from 
Hungary last night for “suspected 
espionage.” Hertold a reporter at 
'Nickelsdorf that the charge, on 
which he spent 15 days in jail, 
| was unfounded. 

“I never was engaged in any 
sort of espionage and my arrest 
by the Hungarians seems to have 
been a case of mistaken identity,” 
he said. , 

The 37-year-old Jacobson had 
been held incommunicado in a 
Hungarian jail since Dec. 15 on 
what Hungarian officials then 
called “suspician of espionage 
against the Hungarian state.” He 
was released without previous an- 
nouncement and escorted to the 
Austrian border. There the Rus- 
sians seized him. 

A communique from the Hun- 
garian Minister of Interior said 
Jacobson had been expelled be- 
cause he “committed deeds vi- 
Olating the interests of the state 
and abusing the rights of foreign- 
ers here.” 

The release of Jacobson by the 
Hungarians offered little hope 
that they would set free another 
American and a Briton they are 
holding on charges of espionage.

Bidault climaxed an all-night 
session early this morning by 
asking for the second vote of 
confidence ‘within. a week. Un- 
der a constitutional requirement 
for a “eooling-off period” the 
vote ‘probably will not take place 
until early Friday. * 

Bidault has won several com- 
fortable votes on minor points of 
the budget. But he was defeated, 
significantly, when the Assembly 
refused yesterday even to discuss 
his compromise tax proposals on 
tires and diesel oil. 

It was clear, however, that the 
Premier intends to put up a fight 
for his coalition government, 
made up of his own Popular Re- 
public party (Catholic), Radical 
Socialists, Socialists and a few in- 
dependents. 

Bidault told the delegates that 
if they did not support his cab- 
inet they “will have to support 
another.” 

“This budget is cruel,” he said, 
adding, however, that “one which 
might replace it would be worse.” 
If Bidault loses, there is little 
hope that his successor would be 
able to gain the confidence of the 
Assembly. This would mean we 
the cabinet can call national elec- 
tions without approval by Par- 
liament, and deputies would then 
be faced with defending their 
seats at the polls. 

If the Premier wins the vote 
of confidence his bitterly con-

Proposal Allows Inclu- 
sion ‘For City Purposes’ 
of Parts of Adjoining 
Counties and Merger 
of Municipalities. 


A proposal intended to enable 
St. Louis to extend its corporate 
limits into St. Louis county was 
tentatively approved fer inclusion 
in the new City Charter by the 
special. committee of the Board 
of Freeholders last night. 

The committee action was unan- 
imdus, but a difference of opinion 
arose as to when and how the 
proposed extension could be ac- 
complished, the majority of the 
four-member committee, all law- 
yers, holding that major changes 
in the State Constitution or 
statutes would be required be- 
fore the provision be made ef- 
fective. 

The proposal, introduced by 
Alroy S. Phillips, would provide 
that the city has the power “to 
diminish or to extend its cor- 
porate limits for city purposes | 
into adjoining counties, and to | 
consolidate with other cities, 
towns and villages as provided 
by law.” 


Limited Incorporation. 

Phillips contended that, if such 
provision is made in the new 
charter, the Board of Aldermen 
would be empowered to adopt an 
ordinance extending the city’s 
boundaries into the unincorporat- 
ed parts of the county for city 
purposes only. This would mean, 
he said, that city services such 
as fire protection and the sewer 
system would be extended to 
those areas affected. Residents 
of the affected areas would be 
assessed city taxes by the city 
and county taxes by St. Louis 
county. 

The latter part of the proposal 
would authorize the city to con- 
solidate with incorporated mu- 
nicipalities in the county, such 
as University City, Clayton or 
Ladue, if voters of both the city 
and the county municipality ap- 
proved the consolidation. 

George L. Stemmler, counsel 
for the Freeholders, questioned 
the legality of the action reported 
as possible by Phillips, arguing

WEATHER EXPERTS 


TO DISCUSS SMOG 
AT MEETING HERE 


The problem of smog will be 
one of the principal subjects for 
discussion when the American 
Meteorological Society holds its 
thirtieth annual convention here 
next week. More than 500 weath- 


er experts are expected to attend 
the three-day meeting, which 
opens Wednesday. 

A symposium on air pollution 
will be conducted by C. A. Gos- 
line, meteorological engineer for 
. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co. 
“The sensational fact that 20 died 
last year at Donora, Pa., from a 
smog that also made one-half 
the town’s population sick has 
alerted specialists in many fields 
to this kind of hazard,” said How- 
ard T. Orville, Navy meteorolo- 
gist who is ‘president of the 
society. 

A feature = the convention will 
be a demonstration flight of the 
“Skyhook,” a huge plastic balloon 
used for stratosphere research. 
The balloon, which is 102 feet 
high and 72 feet wide when fully 
inflated, can carry scientific in- 
struments to an altitude of nearly 
19 miles.

Before the flood 
could be halted it short-circuited 
electrical equipment, stopping the 
two elevators, and water reached 
the basement.

Phillips said that, if St. Louis 
were equally represented at Jef- 
ferson City, the area’s larger 
lock of votes in the Assembly 
would enable it, perhaps, to solve 
many of the city’s financial prob- 
lems. He estimated the city’s 
representatives in the Assembly 
should be increased to 70 mem- 
bers. 

Tentative approval also was 
given a proposal that would au- 
thorize the city to govern the 
manner in which it executed state 
functions entrusted to it by the 
state, when and if permitted by 
state law. The city now pays the 
bill for operation of the Police 
Department, but has nothing to 
say about the expenditures. 

Fire Chief Qualifications. 

The Freeholders’ committee on 
administrative departments, at a 
meeting earlier yesterday, decid- 
ed to include more stringent 
qualifications for a fire chief in 
the proposed section of the char- 
ter setting up the Fire Depart- 
ment as a separate department 
of the city government. 

The committee voted to amend 
its previous proposal, which pro- 
vided the department head ap- 
pointed by the Mayor should have 
been a member of the fire de- 
partment for 10 years and held 
the rank of captain, or higher, for 
three years, so as to require that 
the appointment be made from an 
eligible list prepared by the Civil 
Service Commission. The propo- 
sal also will be amended to pro- 
vide that the appointee shall have 
had 20 years of service with the 
department, at least 10 of which 
were in the rank of captain, or 
higher. 

The committee’s action was 
taken after a delegation of repre- 
sentatives of Local 73, Interna- 
tional Association of Fire Fight- 
ers, the union to which the fire- 
men -belong, appeared before the 
committee and argued that, if the 
position of fire chief were to be 
made on a political basis, “a lot 
of moves could be made which 
would be detrimental to the 
morale of the department.”

U.S. COURT REFUSES TO BAR 
HYDROELECTRIC DAM IN IOWA 


The United States Court of Ap- 
peals here today denied a petition 
of the State of Iowa to set aside 
ofders of the Federal Power Com- 
mission authorizing the First Iowa 
Hydro-Electric Co-operative to 
build a $23,000,000 hydroelectric 
dam in the Cedar River near 
Moscow, Ia. 

Iowa is opposing the activities 
of the Co-operative. The state 
contended it holds certain juris- 
diction over the Cedar river, de- 
scribed as a navigable stream. The 
Court of Appeals, in an opinion 
written by United States Circuit 
Judge John B. Sanborn, said the 


question of jurisdiction has been 
before the United States Supreme 
Court, which held that the license 
authority for the proposed dam 
lies with the Federal Power Com- 
mission. 

The state also protested that 
the financing program for the 
dam, through 40-year bonds, was 
inadequate, but the Court of Ap- 
peals held that that question is 
one for the Federal Power Com- 
mission. The dam has been the 
subject of controversy since 1940, |

Only by concerted effort, he 
said, can the world find peace 
that will wipe out memories of 
the “sorrowful experiences” of 
the recent past. 

The Pope received all diplo- 
mats accredited to the Vatican in 
a special mass audience for the 
exchange of New Year’s greet- 
ings. Myron C. Taylor, President 
Truman's special representative 
at the Vatican, attended the audi- 
ence and left immediately after- 
ward to return to the United 


States. 

“Citadel of Peace.” 
The Pope said the Vatican is a 
citadel of peace for the world. He 
said foreign diplomats accredited 
to it could judge as witnesses the 
motives “on which our intentions, 
our actions, our efforts and our 
warnings are based. 
“You can better than others 
foresee what joy it would be for 
us to see this year, the Holy Year, 
mark the point of departure for 
a new orientation of spirits and 
hearts, of a return of the bewil- 
dered to an exact conception of 
the true foundations of a peace 
assured in the social domain and 
in international relations.” 
The Pope stressed that the in- 
dependent state over which he 
rules has little territory and no 
armed force. But, he said, while 
“the war potential of this minis- 
cule state is null, its peace po- 
tential is incalculable.” 

Usual Formality Dropped. 
Pius dropped the usual formal- 
ity that has marked his annual 
New Year’s meeting with the dip- 
lomats. He stepped briskly into 
the consistorial hall and instead 
of ascending his throne, immedi- 
ately began to greet diplomats. 
He gave his brief address in 
French. 

After the reception Taylor left 
with Mrs. Taylor by airplane for 
Paris. They will sail Jan. 4 on 
the Queen Mary. 

There has been unconfirmed 
reports that Taylor would resign 
as representative to the Vatican. 
He said he could neither confirm 
nor deny the reports. 


FULL PROSECUTION PLEDGED 
AT SECOND HADLEY TRIAL 


Roy C. Hadley, recently grant- 
ed a new trial by the Missouri 
Supreme Court after serving al- 
most 20 years of a life sentence 
for killing his wife, will be prose- 
cuted “to the full extent of the 
law,” Assistant Circuit Attorney 
—" L. Dowd announced to- 
ay. 

Dowd, who is scheduled to 
handle the prosecution, said he 
intends to qualify the jury for 
the death penalty. He had 
learned, he added, that all wit- 
nesses indorsed on the original 
charge against Hadley are still 
available. The new trial, date of 
which has not been set, was 
granted on the ground Hadley 
was not represented by counsel 
when he pleaded guilty in St. 
Louis Circuit Court. 

Hadley, in a habeas corpus pe- 
tition, said he was not normal 
physicaJly and mentally when he 
entered his plea. He shot and 
killed: his estranged wife, Mrs. 
Flora Belle Hadley, the night of 
Feb. 26, 1930, in ker home af. 
2116 Waverly place. His son-in- 
law, John H. Hubbard, was 
wounded when he sought to assist 
Mrs. Hadley.

The problem concerns the an- 
cient tribal rights of 1000 Pueblo 
Indians to the waters of the Jemez 
river, which the Atomic Energy 
Commissioni believes is vital to 
the operation of its expanding 
‘facilities. This has brought the 
A.E.C. into conflict with the De- 
partment of the Interior, which, 
through its Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, is charged with protecting 
the rights of the Pueblos. 

Water in the southwest has 
been a life-and-death matter for 
as long as history reeords. The 
first Spanish conquerors in what 
is now New Mexico recognized 
that by obtaininig a royal patent 
of the water rights for the an- 
cestors of the Pueblos who now 
occupy the area. This patent has 
been legally recognized by all 
succeeding invaders of this arid 
country, including the various 
courts of the United States. 

When the Los Alamos atomic- 
bomb installation was first set 
up, there was enough water from 
other sources to satisfy it needs. 
The installation, however, has 
been expanded a number of times 
—it is still expanding—and it 
has needed more and more water. 

Los Alamos is in the Jemez 
mountains, 20 miles from the Rio 
Grande. Several months ago the 
project of damming the Jemez, :a 
small stream that flows into the 
Rio.Grande, was looked into by 
Army Engineers. 

The Interior Department heard 
about this project and protested 
to the A.E.C. that it could not 
take away this water. Action has 
been proceeding on the part of 
both departments, but no so0- 
lution has been reached. 


HONG KONG TRANSIT STRIKERS 
RAISE RED FLAG OVER OFFICES 


HONG KONG, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
The red flag of Communism was 
hoisted today over headquarters 
of Hong Kong’s slowdown-strik- 
ing streetcar workers. Riot 
squads were called out. 

The Hong Kong Tramway Co. 
halted the workers’ go-slow tac- 
tics by preventing all trolleys 
from leaving car barns this morn- 
ing. Hundreds of shouting em- 
ployes milled about the barns.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP)—

of weird and wondrous sights in 
the sky, the Air-Jorce has con- 
cluded that there aren’t any “fly- 
ing saucers.” 

It took two years, a special team 
from the Air Force’s science staff, 
and help from university consult- 
ants to track down the rumors of 
ar disks whizzing through the 


ge FO night the Air Force said 
“Project Flying Saucer”—the in- 
vestigation started by the Air Ma- 
terial Command at Wright Base, 
Dayton, O., on Jan. 22, 1948—has 
been ordered ended because there 
is nothing to show that the re- 
ports were “not the results of nat- 
ural phenomena.” 

All evidence, it added, points 
to three factors—‘“misinterpreta- 


tion of various eonventional ob- 


i jects; a mild form of mass hys- 


teria; or hoaxes’—as the origin 


| of the flying saucer repo rts. 


Under Air Force definition, 
“various conventional objects” in- 
clude such things as meteors, bal- 
loons, birds in flight or just ordi- 
nary optical illusions. 

The effect of last night’s Air 
Force announcement was to deny 
a story appearing in the current 
edition of the magazine True. The 
magazine said it had learned that 
“a rocket authority stationed at 
Wright Field has told ‘Project 
Suacer’ personnel flatly that the 
saucers are interplanetary and 
that no other conclusion is possi- 
ble.” ; 

The Air Force last spring 
sought to shoot down the fhying 
disk rumors with a long, detailed 
discussion of the whole history of 
the rumors. It devoted a portion 
of that report to explaining why 
visitors weren't likely to arrive 
from other planets on space ships. 

Among other things, the re- 
port questioned the possibility of 
the existence of men even on the 
relatively near planet of Mars. 
Even if men were there, the Air 
Force doubted that they were a 
“technically established race,” 
able to build space ships. 

Air Force officials said today 
they were unable to estimate im- 
mediately how much the two 
years of investigation had cost.

The index of the department's | 
Bureau of Labor Statistics rose | 
one-tenth of 1 per cent over Octo- | 
ber figures. For mid-November it | 
was 168.6 per cent of the 1935-39 | 
average. was 2 per cent | 
lower than & year ago but 71 per 
cent higher than the August 1939 
prewar level. i. 

All major retail price groups 
except apparel and miscellaneous 
goods and services rose fraction- 
ally in November. The largest 
price group increase was for fuel, 
electricity and refrigeration. This 
group rose five-tenths of 1 per 
cent, primarily because of higher 
prices for coal and coke. 

Food ee one-tenth of 1 
per cent higher in price in 
November, with coffee prices 
soaring 24 per cent. Retail prices 
for fresh fruits and vegetables 
were 5 per cent higher. Most 
other foods déclined. Slight re- 
ductions also were noted for 
clothing items. Rents increased 
four-tenths of 1 percent in 
November. 

The .department reported last 
night that average weekly earn- | 
ings of factory workers .declined | 
nm mid-November to $54.45 a 
week. This was about 75 cents 
below the October level. 

The department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said the decline | 
was mainly due to seasonal de- | 
creases in industrial activity and 
after-effects of the steel strike. 

These factors caused a reduc- 
tion in the average work week 
of about a half-hour to 39.2 
hours. This brought average 
weekly earnings down. Hourly 
earnings remained about. the 
same in November as October. 

One big exception to this 
trend was the 4extile mill prod- 
ucts industry. Its work week 
averaged one hour and a half 
longer than in November ‘a year 
ago. As a result, average week- 
ly earnings increased for the 
sixth consecutive month, reach- 
ing a record level of $47.28.

Bridges, whose trial has been 
recessed until Jan. 3, is charged 
with lying when he said at his 
naturalization hearirig that he had 
never been a Communist.

Good or Evil Is Counted—Churchill, 
Ford, Stalin Among First 10. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (UP)— 
Franxlin D. Roosevelt made the 
greatest impact on tue first Lalf 
of this century in the opinion of 
American newspaper and radio 
editors, 

They voted in a United Press 
Poll to,chooge the 10 personali- 
ties whose careers affected the 
most persons and to the greatest 
extent. 

Adolf Hitler ran a close second. 
One of the conditions of the poll 
was that the impact made by 
these persons could be for either 
good or evil. Hitler was followed 
by Thomas Edison, Winston 
Churchill, Henry Ford, Nicolai 
Lenin, the Wright brothers, Al- 
bert Einstein, Joseph Stalin and 
Louis Pasteur. 

Pasteur was the only one of the 
10 whb did not live in this cen- 
tury. He died in 1895, but the 
editors felt that his work on the 
conquest, of disease justified his 
inclusion in this list. 

Many Votes for Women. 

Women received many votes, 
but none got enough to make the 
first 10. There was heavy voting 
for Lise Meitner, the expert on 
nuclear fission; for Mary Baker 
Eddy, the founder of Christian 
Science and for Mme. Curie for 
her work on radium. 

Roosevelt won first place over 
Hitler by only six points. The 
votes were tabulated by allotting 
10 points to first place, nine to 
second and so on down to one 
point for tenth place. Here are 
the first 10 with the number of 
points they received: :

URTHER reorganization of Congress is needed and should be 
undertaken at the coming session, the National Committee for 
Strengthening Congress has told Senators and Representatives. 
Through its chairman, Robert ‘Heller, Cleveland business engi- 
neer, the committee urged in letters sent out yesterday that a joint 


standing committee be created to 


resume the work of modernization 


which was begun by thie La Follette-Monroney Act of 1946. 


Heller said these five steps 
should be _ taken: Machinery 
should be set up for continuing 
organizational improvement, bet- 
ter control of expenditures should 
be effected, Senate procedure 
should be modernized, _ there 
should be more party responsibil- 
ity and the work load shoulde be 
reduced by transferring inconse- 
quential details to courts and 
boards. 


Heller had some good things to 
say about Congress and some 
things not so favorable. 


Some Congress Defects. 


He found these weaknesses and 
continued procedural defects: 


The failure of Congress to 
adopt a legislative budget on 
the ground that the procedure 
was unworkable. 


The unprecedented delay in 
the passage by the Senate of 
some of the general supply 
bills, causing the worst log jam 
in congressional history and re- 
quiring the passage of six con- 
tinuing appropriation resolu- 
tions to keep the Government 
going. 

The continuance of a heavy 
work load of private claims and 
immigration bills, although this 
burden was somewhat reduced 
by the partial bar on the intro- 
duction of private bills imposed 
in 1946. 

Certain defects in committee 
procedure, including the failure 
of the House Appropriations 
Committee to hold open hear- 
ings. 

The turnover of one-third of 
the professional ~ committee 
staffs in both houses with the 
change in party control at the 
beginning of the Eighty-first 
Congress. Some of those re- 

_ leased, however, were not fully 
qualified and’ some were pa- 
tronage appointees of the 
Eightieth Congress.

A Wrong to Cotton Croppers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I'm sure most. Post-Dispatch readers 
aren’t bothering themselves about cot- 
ton acreage allotments under the new 
farm control law. But for thousands 
of cotton families, allotments to the 
farms they live on make the difference 
between having food and shelter for 
the next crop year, or not having them. 

The newly enacted farm law is a 
mess. It is the talk of the town ‘in 
Swampeast Missouri. Why is it such 
a@ mess? 

rll let Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan answer that one. He says: 
The American Farm Bur®au Federa- 
tion authored and drove the bill 
through Congress, despite his protests 
that its acreage allotment formula 
would create bad inequities. He says, 
If farmers have kicks on the cotton 
control law, they should aim their 
kicks at the Farm Bureau, not at him. 

I guess the Bureau daddied the bill, 
all right, and it is a very bad bill. I'm 
ashamed of it. I’m ashamed of my 
Farm Bureau. I’ve been a member 
from the very beginning, so I have as 
good right as anybody to express my 
regret when my Farm Bureau makes 
an ass of itself. 

The allotment formula is too long 
to quote and too complicated to under- 
stand, but I'll tell a little about how 
it works in my county. Roughly half 
my county is rich bottom soil that 
grows extra good cotton. The other 
half is sandy ijand, much of it too light 
for cotton, and for that reason hasn't 
grown much cotton. But the allotment 
formula takes cotton acreage away from 
the bottom farms and gives it to the 
sand farms. 

For example: Altus Barmbrook had 
457 acres of cotton last_ year and 16 
cropper families. For next year, he 
gets 200 acres and says he’ll let 8 fami- 
lies go.’ Dallas Rodgers had 285 acres 
and is cut to 114, so must let 9 crop- 
pers go. W. C. Bryant had 1000 acres 
and is cut to 321. Says he'll let 30 
families go. Hunter Raffety had 1442 
acres and is cut to 534. Says he'll let 
40 families go. A 

Another very large farmer says he’ll 
let 70 families go. And so on, and so 
on. My own cotton acreage gets an 
extra cut because my habit is to rotate 
my fields with red clover, which is 
what a farm program is ‘supposed to 
encourage. 

Maybe somebody can tell me where 
these displaced croppers are going to 
go. They can’t move to the sand farms 
that have had unexpected cotton acres 
allotted to them, because most such 
farms have no houses for cotton fami- 
lies: 

Cotton croppers, however, aren't 
members of the Farm Bureau and for 
that reason they shouldn’t expect. the 
great organization to be concerned 
about them. 

The bottom land owners are not hurt 
very much by this terrific cut in their 
cotton acreage, because their rich land 
produces other crops about as profit- 
ably as cotton. But, believe it or not, 
land owners don’t like to oust families 
they’ve had a good while. And empty 
houses scattered about over a farm 
make it look kind of neglected and 
forsaken. THAD SNOW...

A reproach to the Américan people—that is 
the least that can be said about the herrible 
loss of 611 lives over the Christmas weekend. 

The calendar gives the nation three days 
gether for the enjoyment of the religious 
day which marks: the birth of Jesus—and 
men and women and boys and girls go out and 
kill themselves or get killed on the streets 
and highways in traffie accidents! 

Some few of these deaths perhaps may be 
described as unavoidable. The little girl in East 


_ St. Louis who choked on a piece of candy might 
‘have choked on any other day of the year. 
‘When all such allowances are made the re- 


maining total still is ghastly. As the president 
of the National Safety Council pointed out, the 
overall loss of life is greater than the Texas 
City explosion disaster which horrified the coun- 
try two years ago. 

‘What can be done about it? 

A lot can be done. A lot can be done to 
make the highways and streets safer for pedes- 
trians to cross or for motorists to travel. 

States which do not have drivers’ license laws 
should pass them and those states whose laws 
are weak and ineffective should strengthen them. 


It is a strange concept of safety which for- 
bids. carrying of arms and yet permits an in- 
competent driver, perhaps color-blind, to get 
behind a steering wheel and veer off down the 
street in an unsafe automobile. As between the 
two, the concealed firéarm may well be less 
dangerous to society than the carelessly driven 
motor car. 

Something else which can be done is to 
stiffen up the prosecution of drunken drivers. 

There has been a growing laxness in handling 
this outrage among offenses. The man with 
bleary eyes and confused fingers who attempts 
to operate an automobile is among the worst 
of criminals. The children he kills in a safety 
zone are just as dead as if he had shot each 
one down in cold blood. Drunken drivers de- 
serve no sympathy. If more judges would give 
them the full penalty of the law, there would 
be a prompt decrease in the tragedies for which 
drunken drivers are respsonsible. 

Another three-day weekend, including New 
Year's eve, is just ahead. Will it see 611 more 
persons killed? If it does, it can only mean 
that not even caution in the form of stark trage- 
dy means anything. Surely there will be greater 
care next Saturday, Sunday and Monday than 
was practiced last week end. Surely the lessons 
that go with tears and heartache will not be lost.

Tito, Trade and Politics 


In their five-year trade treaty, Britain and 
Yugoslavia concluded a straight piece of busi- 
ness with political implications, but politics 
were incidental to economic necessity. 

Mutual trade between the two countries for 
the next five years is estimated at $600,000,000. 
Britain is financing part of this with a credit to 
Yugoslavia. Marshal Tito will use the loan to 
buy manufactured products and will sell tim- 
ber, corn and raw metals to England. 

This arrangement provides Yugoslavia with 
a necessary. trade outlet, for her, ecommerce 
with the east was cut off by a Russian boycott. 
England gains a new source of raw materials 
which will not cost her dollars, or add to the 
dangerous trade deficit which last month alone 
ran to $98,000,000. 

Timber illustrates the advantages of the trade 
pact. The war reduced European timber pro- 
duction, while postwar reconstruction compelled 
large imports of American timber for scarce dol- 
lars. Recently, however, the International Bank 
lent $2,700,000 to finance Yugoslav timber de- 
velopment. The loan will be worth many times 
that amount in inter-European trade. 

Underneath the complexities of commerce, the 
Tito Government is brought slowly into a new 
relation with the West. And the economic pres- 
sure is accompanied by political caution. But 
if Yugoslavia eventually proves that a Commu- 
nist state edn live with western democracies, 
Russian propagandists will have trouble explain- 
ing why such relations are impossible. -

A Better Lobbying Law 


Friends and foes alike are agreed that Con- 
gress’s law to regulate lobbyists is so vague it’s 
unintelligible. 

The National. Association of Manufacturers 
charges as much in seeking to set the law 
aside. Advocates of regulation admit it, and 
want the law rewritten so as to be clear and 
comprehensive. Loophole after loophole makes 
the 1946 Federal Regulation of Lobbying Act 
a very poor attempt, though better than nothing. 

The act if so indefinite about who is a lobby- 
ist and who isn’t that some of the biggest and 
most active lobbyists in the country haven't 
bothered to register. : 

Alfred Kohlberg, a New York silk importer 
who is head of the lobby for Nationalist China, 
isn’t registered. Neither is Senator McClellan 
of Arkansas, president of the National Rivers 
and Harbors Congress, a huge lobby which 
more than any other is responsible for the 
wasteful pork-barrel method of developing the 
nation’s rivers and harbors. Senator Humphrey 
of Minnesota is head of Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, a lobby of political liberals. If 
a definition of “lobbyist” doesn’t cover men like 
these, obviously it’s too narrow. 

Many persons lobby to influence Govern- 
ment departments rather than Congress, for the 
departments spend billions a year and enjoy 
considerable discretion in doing sé. But these 
lobbyists don’t come under the regulation law, 
which concerns itself only with lobbying ap- 
plied to Congress. The way the money is spent 
is important, too, as well as the way it is 
appropriated, and the law should recognize it. 

Even those who can’t wriggle out of regis- 
tering can wriggle out of telling much about 
their activities after they have registered. The 
act isn’t very clear about how an organization 
or its representative shall report, so some in- 
dividuals report and their organizations don’t, 
a situation which leaves a lot of essential infor- 
mation unrecorded. 

Lobbying expense is sloppily defined by the 
act. So some organizations prorate the part of 


their publication costs which is devoted to 


influencing legislation, and other organizations 
don’t consider their publications at all in re- 
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Representative ‘Buchanan of Pennsylvania, 
should look into them carefully, and make some 
informed suggestions about the phraseology of 
a new and better Regulation of Lobbying Act. 


Work for the FBI 
Why does the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
show so little interest in the criminal attacks on 
the United Automobile Workers in Detroit? Two 
of the Reyther brothers have been under fire 
from ambush, each luckily escaping with his 


life. And more recently, enough dynamite was.. 


planted at the union’s headquarters to blow up 
a city block. . 

Marquis Childs hae raised the question of the 
FBI's indifference to‘these outrages, and it is 
an important question. If the UAW officials are 
correct in their speculation that these crimes 
are the work of Communists; why does not the 
FBI go into action? Here is much more than 
teaching or advocating a subversive doctrine. 
Here is overt action. It violates the law beyond 
all doubt.and cavil. 

If the UAW people are wrong in blaming the 
Communists, and if one of their second guesses 
is the right one, there is. still work for the FBI 
to do. If these outrages are the work of a hope- 
lessly misguided rightest element in the auto 
industry, then it is a case of a fascist violation 
the federal civil rights statute. 

The officials of the UAW have repeatedly ap- 
pealed to the FBI for investigations. So has the 
Mayor of Detroit, admitting that the local law 
enforcement agencies could not cope with the 
problem. According to Mr. Childs, it is J. Edgar 
Hoover who ducked and dodged all of these re- 
quests. Now he has been ordered to make a 
preliminafy investigation by the new Attorney 
General, J. Howard McGrath. But those most 
familiar with the case are afraid that Mr. Hoover 
will make little more than a gesture before tell- 
ing his chief that this is none of the Federal 
Government’s business. 

This is not to say that the FBI should enter 
every local case of crime. The FBI could not do 
that effectively if it wanted to, and if it did 
want to, it would be more of a menace to in- 
dividual rights than a protection to them. The 
FBI should enter only those cases which in- 
volve a federal violation—or which, in the opin- 
ion of local authorities, could well involve a fed- 
eral violation. p 

In the latter cases, only investigation will 
show the facts. The public does not know what 
the preliminary investigation in the Detroit case 
shows. It knows that the FBI was implored by 
the Governor of Michigan and the Mayor of 
Detroit to enter the case. A statement by J. 
Edgar Hoover as fo his findings would be re- 
assuring. 

Meanwhile, Missouri citizens are still wonder- 
ing why the FBI has not been able to do any- 
thing about the 1946.Kansas City ballot theft— 
and that was a federal offense. 
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Do They Satisfy? 

Larry Menkin, a television network execu- 
tive and authority on horror, says television's 
terror programs are “good for people” because 
they “satisfy a need.” What he means is that 
the programs allow people to feel like a mur- 
derer without becoming one. This is a dubious 
satisfaction. 

In any event, the more important question 
is whether people should be encouraged to 
“satisfy the compulsion to violence,” if that is 
what they do. In the Saturday Review of Litera- 
ture, Norman Cousins cites the cases of three 
boys who were led to think about bullets, poi- 
soned candy and ground glass because these 
methods of dispatching victims were employed 
on television. Mr. Cousins adds: 

The terror comic strips were bad enough, 
but they are rapidly on the way to playing 
squeaky second fiddles to television as prime 
movers in juvenile misconduct. 

Usually the television industry excuses itself 
by saying horror programs are popular. The 
latest audience survey, however, does not list a 
single program of this type among the first ten. 
The list includes two dramatic programs which 
do not feature mayhem, plus the Lone Ranger,

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Pan American Flies High 


Juan ‘Trippe’s Pan American Airways has 
moved one step nearer gobbling up one of its 
competitors, American Overseas Airlines. A 
Civil Aeronautics Board examiner has recom- 
mended approval of sale of American Overseas 
to Pan American for $17,450,000. 

Interests of the stockholders and the employes 
in this transaction. have been provided for. 
When the Civil Aeronautics Board’ itself, and 
ultimately President Truman, examine this deal. 
the public’s interest should be paramount. The 
principal question should be whether Pan 
American ought to be successful in its drive for 
a monopoly of United States overseas air 
transportation. 

Pan American has contended that monopoly is 
essential in order to permit United States air 
transportation to compete with the single air- 
lines of European countries. If the principle of 
monopoly were approved, Juan Trippe’s airline 
would be in a favored position to get the mo- 
nopoly because of the power he wields in 
Washington. 

But Pan.American is all for competition on 
what promises to be the lucrative route to Rome 
for Holy Year next year. Trans-World Airlines 
now has that route exclusively among United 
States carriers, Pan American, however, man- 
aged to get CAB approval for it to fly to Rome 
too. It seems to be a question of who has the 
monopoly. ~ 

Competition, says Trippe, forces the American 
taxpayer to dig deeper to pay for air mail sub- 
sidies because it weakens the airlines. The evi- 
dence doesn’t bear him out. United States 
trans-Atlantic airlines are enjoying banner years 
this year, and American Overseas Airlines had 
a net operating income, before taxes, of $971,000 
in the three months ended last Sept. 30, the 
three months when trans-Atlantic travel is 
heaviest. : a

Four new Senators are to bring new in- 
fluences into the election-year session of 
Congress that convenes next month: Two 
of them—Harry Darby of Kansas and Hen- 
ry C. Dworshak of Idaho—are skilled and 
experienced shapers of Republican strate- 
gy. The others—Herbert H. Lehman of 
New York and William Benton of Con- 
necticut—bring dependable support for 
President Truman’s “Fair Deal” program. 

Each has an unusual career behind him 
that will be reflected in the developments 
of the session. None may be expected to 
heed the old tradition that a new Senator 
must keep to the background. 


Mr. Darby, a wealthy steel manufac- 
turer, is holding his first. public office 
after 20 years in politics. He has just 
been appointed by Gov. Frank Carlson to 
fill the unexpired term of the late: Sena- 
tor Clyde M. Reed. 

The Senator-designate has been a gen- 
erous contributor to Republican campaign 
funds. He was a close friend and staunch 
supporter of Senator Reed. Mr. Darby is 
a man of much practical political acumen. 


“ In the autumn of .1948, he was one of the 


few to realize and to warn that Republi- 
can strength was much exaggerated. His 
warnings went unheeded, but in the elec- 
tion’s grim aftermath they gave him a new 
prestige in the party. He was urged to 
accept the job of National Chairman but 
turned it down. 

He is 54 and lists himself as “owner” 
of The Darby Corp., a large steel-fabricat- 
ing business that he organized in 1920 
after serving an apprenticeship in a fam- 
ily-owned boiler factory. Instead of run- 
ning for re-election next autumn, Mr. 
Darby plans to step aside in favor of Gov. 
Carlson. 

Mr. Dworshak is to be given a place in 
Republican leadership councils almost au- 
tomatically. He is skilled and experienced 
in the maneuverings and stratagems that 
underlie the making of legislation. Behind 
him are eight years in the House and two 
in the Senate. 

Mr. Dworshak’s voting record is con- 
servative, anti-New Deal. He has cham- 
pioned Government economy. He voted 
against the Marshall plan and has criticized 
the reciprocal tariff program. Running for 
re-election to the Senate in 1948, Mr. Dwor- 
shak was beaten by a Democrat, Bert H. 
Miller. Upon Mr. Miller’s recent death, 
Idaho’s Republican Governor named Mr. 
Dworshak to the vacancy. , 

Mr. Benton is about to becomé both a 
Senator and a Democrat. A liberal, and 
a supporter of both the New Deal and the 
Fair. Deal, he always has listed himself 


as an independent. He was appointed to ; 


the Senate by his old business partner, 
Gov. Chester Bowles of Connecticut, and 
many of the State’s Democratic workers 
are grumbling. They think"the post should 
have gone to one of their own group. 


Mr. Benton and Mr. Bowles formed the 
advertising firm of Benton and Bowles in 
1929 and made a fortune out of it. Then 
they dissolved the partnership and each 
went his own way. 

Mr. Benton became vice president of the 
University of Chicago and head of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica. He also _ re- 
mained active in business affairs. In 1945, 
Mr. Benton was appointed Assistant Sec- 
retary of State and served for two years. 
He attended six international conferences, 
three of them as chairman of the Ameri- 
can delegation. And he was instrumental 
in establishing the Voice of America broad- 
casts to other nations, particularly Russia. 

Next autumn’s elections are expected to 
see the firm of Benton and Bowles re- 
united in politics, with Mr. Benton seek- 
ing re-election to the Senate and Mr. 
Bowles running again for Governor. 

Mr. Lehman is capping a career of 
many achievements with a term in the 
Senate. He is a wealthy investment bank- 
er, the son of an immigrant father who 
did well in the cotton market.. But he 
has given most of his career, including 
10 years as Governor of New York, to lib- 
eral causes. 

He is committed, with some reservations, 
to support Mr. Truman’s “Fair Deal” pro- 
gram. He drew the line, however, at sup- 
porting the Admifistration’s agricultural 
and compulsory health insurance plans. 
So, while he favors the “Fair Deal,” he 
may prove somewhat choosey about its 
details. - 

Except for one temporary rift, Mr. Leh- 
man was on the closest terms with the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt. As Governor 
of New York, the Sen&tor-elect instituted 
a sweeping program of social and labor 
reforms that filled in, for the state, many 
of the gaps in the New Deal. The rift 
came as a result of ident Roosevelt's 
Supreme Court reorganization plan. Mr. 
Lehman did not like it and said so. 

Mr. Lehman will fill the remainder of 
Senator Wagner's unexpired ferm. Next 
autumn, he is expected to seek re-election 
for a full term. 

The new members bring with them qual- 
ifications that indicate much may be heard 
from them before the session is very old, 
despite the old tradition of silence for 
freshman Senators.

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A Famous Financial Bubble 


THE QUEST FOR SECURITY: 1715-1740, by Penfield 

Roberts. (Harper and Brothers, 300 pgs., $4.) 
Knetzer’s financial bubble which blew 
itself up on advance payments for prom- 
ised automobiles was not the first specu- 
lative scheme to fall apart in nearby IIli- 
nois. Just 230 years ago catastrophe over- 
took John Law’s celebrated venture in cap- 
ital investment, as the latest volume in the 
Rise of Modern Europe Series.reminds us. 

Law, who was a native of Edinburgh, 
went to Paris where he issued shares for a 
vast company to be engaged in coloniza- 
tion and cultivation along the Mississippi. 
Stories of gold and silver and other valu- 
ables led the investors to expect great re- 
wards. As Law absorbed a company in- 
tended to exploit the Indies, more and 
more people wanted his shares. The 
“value” of $100 investment rose to $4000. 

This situation was complicated by the 
fact that Law had promised the boy 
French regent that his scheme would wipe 

out the public debt. 

In an attempt to 

make good on his 

word, he required 
that his shares would 
be paid one-fourth 
in coin and the rest 
in public securities, 
known as billets 
d’etat. 
The value of these 
. Public securities 
went up with the. 
price of the Law 
shares. Then the 
State issued more 
paper money to take 
John Law advantage of the in- 
vesting craze. People used this paper 
money to buy more Mississippi shares. 

Law himself tried to check the specula- 
tion but he had started something he 
could not stop. In October, 1719, some of 
the speculators saw a crash coming and 
began to sell out. Soon nearly everyone 
was wanting to turn his shares into gold . 
and diamonds and land. All Law’s efforts 
to halt the decline were unavailing and in 
1720 he skipped from France to Italy as 
the inflated structure went to smash. The 
obligations totaled $340,000,000. 

Some of the communities south of Ca- 
hokia, such as Prairie du Rocher and Re- 
nault, had their beginnings in the stranded 
employes of John Law’s comp who had 
to fend for themselves when the Missis- 
sippi bubble burst. 

The late Penfield Roberts who tells the 
story in “The Quest for Security,” finds 
more than speculative activity in Law’s 
system. He calls it “economic policy” and 
points out that the world needed capital 
after the long series of wars. Law tried 
to produce order out of the confusion and 
lack of both investment cash and credit. 
Roberts points out that Law copied some 
of the precedents set by the banks of Eng- 
land and Amsterdam. One of Law’s con- 
tributions is still with us—paper money. 

The John Law story is only one of many 
absorbing historical episodes in Prof. Rob- 
erts’ excellent review of the generation 
that led to the French revolution. With 
this one, nine of 20 volumes in this social 
and economic history are issued. In addi- 
tion to the first, which covers the years 
1250-1453, volumes by such notable histor- 
ians as Crane Brinton, Walter Dorn, and 
Carlton J. H. Hayes span most of the two

DR. IRENE C. DILLER 


GROWING IN CANCERS 


New Field of Research 
Opened in Fight on 
Malignancies. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
Discovery of ‘fungi growing in 
cancers was announced to the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science today. The 
discovery is regarded as one of 
the most startling so far this 
century. 


The cancer fungi are like those 
that grow in soil, food, plants 
and trees. They have been found 
in every cancer tested—20 human 
cancers, including four different 
kinds, and 100 mice cancers. 


(Fungi are parasites commonly 
seen as molds, mildews and rusts. 
They may range in size from the 
microscopic cells of yeast to the 
bulk of mushrooms.) 

The fungi never have been 
found in any healthy tissue, with 
one exception. They show in 
breasts of female mice which are 
susceptible to breast cancer* 

The discovery was reported by 
Dr. Irene Corey Diller of the In- 
stitute for Cancer Research, Phil- 
adelphia. She is one of the major 
research contributors to the 
American Cancer Society. 

Dr. Diller showed enlarged pic- 
tures of the fungi. One is a black 
fungus, common in soil and milk 
products, named altenaria. An- 
other is gray, common in the 
tropics, known as syncephalas- 
trum racemosum. Dr. Diller said 
that how this tropical form got in- 
to Philadelphia cancers is a mys- 
tery. 

There are also some common 
yeast fungi not yet identified. 

Dr. Diller cautioned against ac- 
cepting results so far as proof 
that fungi cause cancer. 

One queer fact has developed. 
The tropical fungus, when taken 
from cancers and injected into 
cancer-susceptible strains of mice, 
kills the animals in a few days. 
It doesn’t cause cancer when so 
injected, but poisons the mice. 
After the same fungus has been 
cultivated outside the bodies of 
animals for some generations it 
gradually loses its power to cause 
death. 

In mouse leukemia, which is 
like the blood cancer of human 
beings, all the body organs except 
the heart contained a yeast-like 
fungus. ° 

Dr. Diller reported that just be- 
fore this century began many in- 
vestigators reported they had dis- 
covered fungi in cancers. But 
these reports were not verified.

How It Started. 


How the UN could have got it- 
self into such a mess is hard for 
most people to understand. It is 
explained in part at least by the 
intricacies of UN politics, which 
in most instances can be traced 
back to the necessities of politics 
in individual countries. 


The resolution adopted by the 
Assembly calling for the interna- 
tionalization of Jerusalem was 
originally initiated by Herbert 
Evatt of the Australian delega- 
tion. This gave it a considerable 
prestige, since Evatt is a former 
president of the Assembly. 

Evatt had reason to believe 
that the resolution would please 
some of his constituents back in 
Australia. As a politician, he 
could not but be acutely aware 
that a tough election was coming 
up. It turned out to be an elec- 
tion in which his party was de- 
feated, but Evatt himself retained 
his seat in Parliament. 


A Political Stew. 


The Arab states—with the ex- 
ception of Trans-Jordan—were 
for the resolution. It would dis- 
comfit and annoy their enemy, 
Israel, and spread further confu- 
sion and uncertainty. 

The Latin American delega- 
tions were for it in the belief 
that this was the policy of the 
Vatican.

TUC, Representing Eight 
Million Workers, Will 
Continue to Support 
Wage Restraints. 


LONDON, Dec. 28 (AP)—The 
Trades Union Congress said today 
Britain is now in the most danger- 
ous economic position since eco- 
nomic controls were applied, and 
that widespread unemployment 
threatens. 

The statement was made by the 
TUC’s general council, which rep- 
resents 8,000,000 organized Brit- 
ish workers, in announcing that it 
will stick to the Government-spon- 
sored program of wage restraints. 
Further government economies 
and trimming of business profits 
also were proposed. 

The wage policy, it said, has 
much to do with confidence in 
the stability of the pound sterling 
and Britain’s ability to rebuild its 
financial reserves, increase indus- 
trial production and expand ex- 
ports. 

Want Ceilings Continued. 


The TUC statement amplified 
a declaration of Noy. 24 which 
urged continued ceilings on wages, 
prices and profits. 

“In urging the trade union 
movement to continue its resolute 
support of this policy and to ob- 
serve for the time being still 
, Zreater restraint in respect of 
their wage claims,” the TUC said, 
“the general council consider it 
necessary to say that no alter- 
Rative recommendations have 
emerged from their anxious and 
prolonged consideration of the 
circumstances that exist today.” 

The only alternative, it said, 
would be “acceptance under du- 
ress of such a measure of defla- 
tion as brought our movement to 
the edge of disaster in the inter- 
War years.” 

It said deflation would mean 
“mass unemployment, savage wage 
cuts and reductions in the stand- 
ards of living of all our people.” 

The report will be considered 
at a conference of affiliated un- 
ions here Jan. 12. 


More Economies Asked. 


The statement said plans for | 


cutting capital investment and 
Government spending, “if vigor- 
ously applied” within the next 12 
months, will lower upward pres- 
sure on prices and encourage ex- 
pansion of Britain’s export busi- 
ness.

Christmas Buying Believed to Set 
Record, Both in Volume and Dollars 


Installment Credit Also at Peak — Increased 
Confidence in Future, Veterans’ In- 


surance Refunds Are Factors. 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
Both Christmas presents and 
Christmas bills apparently were 
at a record high this year. 

Merchants report they sold 
more presents than ever before. 
Even with the lower prices, the 
total dollar sales appear, in pre- 
liminary reports, be higher 
than last year. 

But the Federal Reserve Board 
reports that -more people put 
more things on the cuff this year 
than ever before. Eyen before the 
Christmas buying rush, install- 
ment credit was at record peaks; 
and the large sales which stores 
report for home appliances, tele- 

vision sets, refrigerators, washers, 
radios, this month forecast an- 
other sharp rise in the: total of 
buying on time, when the final 
pre-Christmas sales figures are 
gathered and analyzed, : 

Two Factors in Increase. — 

Two things contributed to the 
pre-Christmas rush of installment 
buying: First, the generally higher 
degree of confidence in the busi- 
ness future; and, second, the 
$2,800,000,000 that veterans expect 
to be getting in the next couple 
of months from insurance refunds. 

All of this made for a much 
more generous spirit as the great 
day rolled around. 

Americans owe more than 17 
billion dollars on goods they are 
using on credit. More than 10 
billions of that is for goods they 
are buying on time. These range 
from the family automobile to the 
stenographer’s winter coat, with 
¥ accounting for three billions 
of it. 

The present consumer credit of 
17 billion dollars compares with 
$7,500,000,000 at the time of the 
1929 financial crash. 

Those dealing in consumer 
credit—which includes charge ac- 
counts in the stores, service credit 
and single. payment loans at loan 
companies, as well as installment 


credit—say the total is not dan- 


gerous, because of the similar 
growth since 1929 in national in- 
come, personal savings and wages 
and salaries. The population has 
grown, too, and the census bureau 
now estimates it at more than 
150,000,000.

Commerce Secretary Sawyer 
reports national income at $222,- 
000,000,000 for 1949 as a whole, 
and personal income at $212,000,- 
000,000. In the record year of 
1948 national income stood at

come hit its record of $217,000,- 
000,000 in December 1948. Both 
have declined in 1949, but con- 
sumer credit totals kept climbing 
since the Federal Reserve Board's 
authority to curb them was 
dropped by Congress last June. 

Consumer expenditures as a 
whole havé also dropped $2,500,- 
000,000 from a year ago, so that 
the continuing growth of con- 
sumer credit means an ever larger 
percentage of purchases are. 
ing made on the cuff. 

The Federal Reserve Board ex- 
pects easier installment credit 
terms to be offered by producers 
and merchants in 1950, and it 
thinks there will be more money 
in circulation next year than this. 

The board brings the matter 
up at this time because it is ex- 
pected to ask Congress to rein- 
state the board’s control over 
consumer credit. The board 
doesn;t say that the total of in- 
stallment credit is dangerous 
now, but it insists that a huge 
sum could be bad if not con- 
trolled.

m. 


“Sensitive about this disinter- 
est, Mr. X has ‘adopted’ a fam- 
ily. It consists of the ward phy- 
sician, whom he calls ‘dad’ ori 
‘Uncle George,’ and the social |f 
worker handling his case who is 
either ‘baby or ‘baby dear.’ 

“If Mr. X doesn’t see one mem- 
ber of his ‘family’ every day, he 
becomes depressed and reveals 
his feeling of being unwanted.” 
' VA said that in a vast majority 
of cases, visits by relatives and 
friends actually have a beneficial 
effect on the patients. 

In this vein, Dr. Harvey J.

Riley will be the first St. Fouis baxer 
in modern times to fight for a title here.

wired acceptance of the match. 
Pep, whose real name is Wil- 
liam Papaleo, won the 126-pound 
title from Chalky Wright, Nov. 20, 
1942, and has held it since except 
for a few months last year when 
he was stopped by Sandy Saddler, 
New York Negro, in four rounds. 
He regained the crown early this 
year defeating Saddler by a de- 
cision in 15 rounds in New York. 
The match with Riley here has 
been brewing for nearly three 
years but each time some hitch in 
arrangements developed. 

Riley, a native of this city, be- 
gan boxing professionally in 1944 
and most of his bouts have been 
fought here. He has been knocked 
out twice in his career, once by 
Jackie Graves in two rounds in 
1945 and oncé by Phil Terranova 
in six rounds. Graves refused to 
give him a return match while he 
stopped Terranova on two occa- 
sions and virtually ended the New 
Yorker’s career. ‘Terranova had 
held the National Boxing Associa- 
tion ‘version of the featherweight 
championship at the same time 
Pep was recognized by the New 
York Commission. When they 
met Pep won the undisputed 
championship. 

The present champion is one of 
fhe ring’s busiest boxers and in 
more than 140 bouts has lost only 
two. He was defeated or points 
by Sammy Angott, who held the 
lightweight championship, and 
was stopped by Saddler. He was 
held to a draw on one occasion 
by Jimmy McAllister, whom he 
later defeated in 10 rounds in St. 
Louis, and whom he knocked out 
on another occasion. He has 
fought here other times defeating 
Harold Dade, former bantam- 
‘weight (118 pounds) champion of 
the world at the Auditorium, Dec. 
12. 

Riley also appeared on the re- 
cent Auditorium card, winning 
from Proctor Heinhold. 

The St. Louisan is a rugged 
type of boxer with a fine right 
hand punch, but he is not con- 
sidered the master boxer that Pep 
is. Willie is a hard hitter, too, 
and about one-third of his tri- 
umphs have been through knock- 
outs. 

He suffered severe injuries in 
an airplane crash a few years 
ago and for a number of months 
it was feared he would never be 
able to box again. But Willie 
pulled out of that and except for 
some loss of speed afoot was as 
good as ever. And later he even 
regained his old time speed. 

Pep has not defended his cham- 
pionship since he defeated Sad- 
dler last spring and the match 
with Riley will fulfill his obliga- 
tion to defend the crown. This 
is supposed to be done every six 
months but‘in most instances this 
has proved impracticable. 

His manager, in his wire of ac- 
ceptance to Bernstein, stated he 
would be here not later than Jan.

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 28 (UP) 

—Baseball’s controversial bonus 

rule, already kicked around more 

often than a football, today 

landed in the laps of the minor 

leagues who will vote a second 

time upon whether to keep it or . 
scrap it. 


Ballots were mailed yesterday 
to the 455 affiliated clubs of the 
National Association of Profes- 
sional Baseball Leagues. The 59 
minor leagues previously voted 
32 to 26 to repeal the rule but 
that tally actually amounted to a 
vote for retention since a neces- 
sary three-fourths majority was 
lacking. 
The minor leagues’ current 
mail ballot was made necessary 
earlier this month when the 
major leagues, in a _ hotly-con- 
tested issue, voted to repeal the 
rule. Baseball Commissioner 
Albert B. Chandler cast the de- 
ciding vote during the major 
league meetings at New York. 
If the minors are to repeal the 
rule—a possibility that appeared 
slim—45 of the 59 leagues will 
have to cast a “yes” vote. The 
results will not be known for at 
Teast 10 days, and possibly 15 
days if the balloting is close. 
Each of the 59 minor league 
presidents must contact his mem- 
ber clubs and then vote himself. 
Should the rule be repealed, 
it would be discontinued 10 days 
after the result is announced. 
Chief objection among the 
minor leagues against repeal of 
the rule is that they would not 
be able to pay the freight if the 
Boon once again becomes the 
Those minor league clubs with- 
out major league backing insist 
that the club with the most 
money inevitably would obtain | 
the best players.

‘The day I reported to Mr. Pate 
at Forest Hills, I was told, 
“You're playing Parker this after- 
noon.” Just like that. 

I felt pretty proud of myself 
when I beat Frankie in a couple 
of sets.. I figured that was my 
first step toward “showing them.” 
Next day I played Grant, and he 
beat me. 

After my match with Grant, 
Mr. Pate spoke to me. 

“It’s nice to have you back 
here,” he said. “It will be good 
experience for you to play with 
men like Parker and Grant, and 
you'll be able to give them some 
good practice.” 

“Practice?” I asked him. “What 
do you mean?

And a Happy New Year to all 
good sportsmen! Sports fishing is 
over; a few more days and the 
hunters, except rabbit hunters, 
will put away their guns, 

the Hunters and Fishermen’s Hot 
Stove League will go into execu- 
tive session. Imaginary fish and 
game will pile high around the 
pot-bellied steves in the country 
stores, as the nimrods await a 
new season. , 
The long winter months are 
the ideal time to go over the 
hunting and fishing gear. Fishing 
rods and baits have taken a ter- 
rific beating; uncleaned guns 
have been put on the gun rack; 
tackle boxes are topsy-turvy, and 
a general overhauling is in order. 

Feathered and hair flies should 
be steamed to restore life and 
luster. A good way is to place 
them in a wire mesh basket, 
similar to that used for french- 
frying potatoes, and put them 
over a pan of rapidly boiling 
water. The entire kit of flies can 
be finished in short order and 
with little trouble. Be sure the 
flies are thoroughly dry before 
replacing in the tackle box or 
rusty hooks will be the result. 

Next, take a fine file or a small 
carborundum stone and file the 
points of the hooks to a razor- 
sharpness. Fly heads, next to the 
eye of the hook, should be 
checked and new shellac or 
lacquer added if needed. Many 
fishermen enjoy repainting fish- 
ing plugs. The plugs should be 
hung on a wire until thoroughly 
dry and then the hooks given the 
same treatment as that given the 
flies. 

Bamboo fly rods should never 
be stored in an aluminum or 
fiber case. If any moisture is in 
the case or the storage closet is 
damp, the result will be a ruined 
rod. If you have a high ceiling, 
twist a pipe cleaner in the fip- 
end guide, join the rod together, 
and hang from ceiling. This will 
prevent the rod from taking a

All old varnish 
should be removed with a good 
paint remover, the rod dressed 
with holystone and fine-grained 
sandpaper, and three separate 
coats of varnish applied, making 
sure each coat is thoroughly dry. 
Ferrules are then replaced, 
suides rewrapped, and a final fin- 
ish coat of good rod varnish ap- 
plied. This is not work for the 
amateur or those with little pa- 
tience to attempt. It is usually 
cheaper and better to take the 
rod to someone who is expert in 
this line of work.

added, 

The rule k dwells at length 
on personal fouls—holding, charg- 
ing, blocking, and the limits of 
the legal maneuver of screening. 
Screening is “cutting off the ap- 
proach of an opponent, or pre- 
venting him from reaching a de- 
sired position, without causing 
personal contact. If an attempt 
to screen causes contact, it ceases 
to be screening and becomes 
blocking or charging or , some 
other form of personal foul, ” the 
book says. 

Importance of Judgment. 

But the rule book, in its supple- 
mentary comment, concedes that 
the judgment of the official is an 
important factor in all decisions 
involving personal contact. There 
can be contact without fouling, 
but there can’t be fouling without 
contact. After that there are spe- 
cific directions in the rules. After 
that is the point at which inter- 
pretation begins. And the referee 
is durned if he does, and durned 
if he doesn’t, and especially 
durned if he does and doesn’t in 
the same game. 

The differences in officiating 
are sometimes most noticeable 
when a team goes to another sec- 
tion of the country. But the dif- 
ferences sometimes become small. 
For instance, Hickey now believes 
that the most balanced officiating 
has been found by the Billikens 
in Madison Square Garden games. 
But he also notes that Oklahoma 
A. & M.’s coach, Hank Iba, com- 
plained about poor officiating at

A beard has 
become a badge of honor for the men, indicating 
that the hero saved water by not shaving. A 
sinkful of dishes is the mark of the conscien- 
tious housewife, for 4t proves she conserves the 
aqua pura by making one batch of water do the 
dish work for all three meals. The well-scrubbed 
look for kids has gone into the discard. A 
slightly dirty neck on Junior now means that 
he is the son of patriotic parents who aren't 
wasting water on that old fetish that kids ought 
to be clean behind the ears.

THE CITY is plastered with official warnings 
of the water famine. In every lobby, elevator 
and restaurant kitchen, the Department of Water 
has pasted up 10 cardinal rules for cutting down 
the consumption of the precious H 2-O. In addi- 
tion, newspapers have been running contests 
and paying off in cash to folks who can come 
up with good suggestions.

Eating Standards. Rise

ORE people are eating well 
M now than before the war. 

There’s been particular im- 
provement in the food of families 
on a low income level. A study 
made by the Bureau of Human 
Nutrition of Home Economics of 
the food habits of 1600 families 
in cities scattered throughout the 
United States and compared with 
- study, confirms this 
act. 


The improvement in diet is 
due, first of all, to an increase 
in the average income of the 
families on the lower budgets. 
They were able to buy more 
meat, poultry and fish, more milk, 
more citrus fruit. Families at 
every level use more milk. While 
diets averaged too low in certain 
important nutrients such as cal- 
cium and certain vitamins, sea- 
sonal differences were less than 
formerly. More persons are us- 
ing fruits and vegetables gll the 

ear around because more are 
available at a reasonable price, 
and also because there is a 
‘greater recognition of their im- 
portance. 


’ Tt is interesting to note that 


many families on the higher in- 


come level ‘were. not taking 
enough foods containing calcium 
and certain vitamins. This shows 
that more education in regard to 
the fiutritional contributions of 
food and the importance of prop- 
er choice should be stressed. This 
is recognized by many of our 
publie schools, and great efforts 
are being made to establish good 
food habits among the children. 
The school lunch offered in many 
schools is worthwhile because of 
the direct results and because it 
helps to promote a taste for a 
variety of food. All states are 
taking advantage of Federal ap- 
propriations which are available 
when matched in amount by local 
sources.

Fix It Yourself

Hollow Outside Walls 

NE of the things*a lot of 
0 people don’t like about the 

way they build houses these 
days is that there is an open 
space about four inches wide be- 
tween the outside wall of a house 
and the inside wall. This opening 
is bafi for two reasons. First, if 
there is a fire in the basement, 
the flames may use this space as 
a flue and get upstairs in a hurry. 
Secondly, air circulating through 
this space absorbs warmth from 
the warm inside wall and trans- 
fers it outside. This wastes a lot 
of fuel. 

If the space is filled with in- 
sulation then this will take care 
of everything very nicely. If it 
isn’t, then it is worth the effort 
to go up into the attic and cover 
the tops of these openings with 
something that fits tight and is 
fire resistant. Packing down in- 
sulation is fine. So is covering 
the top with mortar or bricks. 
Even a heavy piece of wood will 
do. The same thing must be done 
in the basement. When the top 
and bottom of the epening are 
effectively sealed off, there won't 
be any chance of fire getting into

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College Where Students Help the People

RICHMOND, Ind., Dec. 28. 
OR more than a hundred 
years Earlham College has 
stood on the firm foundation 
of the Quaker faith, serving 
youth. Now, entering upon its 
second century, it has expanded 
its mission by helping. communi- 
ties beyond its borders to help 
themselves. This it is doing 
through its Program of Commu- 
nity Dynamics, studies designed 
to integrate students’ educational 
experience with the wider world. 
‘purpose of this program, 
as set forth in the College Bulle- 
tin, is to develop leadership abili- 
ty among college students. by 
giving them opportunity te work 
in actual community laboratories 
on programs of social betterment; 
to encourage leadership ability 
and greater social responsibility 
among people in neighborhoods, 
and to carry on action-research 
to discover the methods by which 
people can learn to work togeth- 
4 on programs of mutual bene- 
The results of two years’ effort 
along these lines are given in the 
second. annual em on the Pro- 


The plan which is being carried 
out with increasing effectiveness 
is the realization of a long-held 
desire on the part of President 
Tom Jones to bring the college 
down out of its ivory towers and 
into the lives of the people. Réal- 
ization began when he found the 
right man to carry it out. This 
was Dr. William W. Biddle, for 
years a teacher of psychology 
and education and latterly chief 
of the Community and Co-opera- 
tive Services of the Farmers’ 
Home Administration, United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Dr, Biddle was the right man 
because he was interested in in- 
creasing local initiative and re- 
sponsibility and in getting people 
to help themselves. The idea that 
he was asked to develop was ad- 
mittedly vague, but he was given 
a free hand to work it out, with 
assurance of an increasing budget 
to meet growing requirements. It 
was a gamble, Dr. Biddle says, 


but it is paying off, winning some 
special support and bringing to 
the college students who are in- 
terested in the program. 

The work is organized around 
a Seminar in Community Prob- 
lems open to students without 
pre-requisite. During the first 
year 25 students participated. 
During the second year there 
were 45. About 200 other students 
have volunteered for servicé 
activities promoted by the sem- 
inar. 

The work in the seminar con- 
sists in making contacts with 
communities where projects are 
contemplated, making surveys in 
preparation for programs, plan- 
ning with local committees and 
councils, and carrying forward 
projects in collaboration with 
local leadership, for which, under 
stipulated conditions, college 
credits may be granted.

URING the first year three 
D communities were served. 
During the second year there 
were seven projects in five local- 
ities. 

The fundamental purposes of 
the program, a3 now more clearly 
defined, are to improve a liberal 
art education, to serve community 
need, to carry on research in 
human relations, and to contrib- 
ute to educational integration. 

The seminar has no textbooks, 
outlines or formal lectures. 
Rather it is a laboratory course 
providing contact with real-life 
situations calculated to develop 
objectivity. in analyzing difficult 
human problems. 

At the outset it was made 
clear that the college was not 
offering to communities the ser- 
vices of experts to solve their 
problems for them, but rather 
would make available activities of 
students and faculty which would 
help a community solve its own 
problems. 

Consistent with that attitude, 
‘services are given only to com- 
munities that ask for them. There 
has been no lack of such request# 
On the contrary, there have been 
so many requests that most peti- 
tioners have been told that they 
will have to wait a year. Invita- 
tions come from churches, service 
clubs, planning committees and 
even individuals. On all the pro- 
grams that have been under- 
taken there has been an effort to 
broaden the base of interest so as 
to enlist as many organizations 
and individuals as possible. 

The first -project was in Wil- 
liamsburg, a village of 300 where 
there were no recreational facil- 
ities for young people. Six stu- 
dents from the college organized 
a recreatignal program at the 
school gymnasium, with games,

ational council was organized 
which gradually assumed more 
and more responsibility. The 
council set up and managed a 
summer playground. In the fall 
of the second year it planned a 
larger winter program and Ccar- 
ried it out, and now it is work- 
ing for the development of a 
town park. At the end of the 
first year the council, at the sug- 
gestion of the college group, re- 
constituted itself, with half of the 
membership untried person 
named for the purpose of devel- 
oping new leadership. 


The second project, now ‘in its 
sécond year, was started in an 
industrial district with a Negro- 
white population and mutually 
suspicious nationality groups. A 
mixed-race community council 
was formed, which planned and 
operated two summer play- 
grounds, with trained super- 
visors, and managed a 
community -family Christmas 
party.

condition of considerable neglect, 
alone in her own home by choice, 
although she was bed-ridden and 
unable to care for herself, At a 
meeting called to discuss her situ- 
ation a permanent committee was 
named. Students cleaned, painted 
and repaired the house, with help 
from local citizens. The commit-. 
tee then raised money, provided 
for food to Be brought regularly 
and found a couple to live in the 
house and take care of the woman. 

The next project was a cam- 
pus affair, inaugurated for the 
purpose of co-ordinating serviee 
activities. The campus was re- 
garded as a community. A serv- 
ice council was set up to handle 
requests from churches, schools 
and other public organizations 
within reach of the college. To 
promote interest in service of all 
kinds the council made contacts 
with hospitals, churches and 
young people’s organizations, in- 
quiring how the college could be 
useful. 

In the same community where 
the second project was under- 
taken the first year, an effort was 
made the second year to develop 
a human relations council on a 
city-wide basis. Originally in- 
tended to better relations between 
whites and Negroes, the project 
has been expanded to include 
other groups, providing an ap- 
proach — race problem indi- 
rectly. has been found that 
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N the second annual report sug- 
| sestions are made, based on the 

experience .gained, for fur- 
‘ther experiment and for consid- 
eration of others carrying on 
similar studies, for it is the hope 
that the movement will spread 
to other areas. A conviction has 
been reached that the beginning 
must come from people in the 
community, not from. outsiders, 
These latter may make sugges- 
tions and help to organize a dem- 
ocratic community committee, but 
whatever is done must be genu- 
inely the community’s. 

Any legitimate activity, even 
if it seems of minor importance, 
is suitable for the beginning, if 
the project is what thé people 
want, because providing the ex- 
perience of working together is 
of importance. From small 
beginnings they may be able to 
move on to more inclusive and 
fundamental problems. A too am- 
bitious program at the beginning 
may’ by its magnitude lead to 
failure and paralysis of interest. 

It is suggested that in some 
instances a fragmentary approach 
may be the best, forming special 
interest councils at first and 
‘merging them later in a general 
public welfare organization of 
unlimited scope. 

It is emphasized that early 
success in the first project is 
imperative in order to encourage 
people who have not been accus- 
tomed to co-operative thinking 
and collective responsibility. 

Dr. Biddle looks to the future 
with hope. “If,” he says, “on 
a small scale, some inkling of 
method can be discovered by 
which men and women can co- 
operate together for the common 
good, may this then be applied 
to situations.of national or inter- 
national significance? In any 
case students will profit by ex- 
tending their academic learnings 
beyond the classrooms to the 
problems of real people in real 
communities.”

A Quick Psychoanalysis

SYCHOANALYSIS ofPiginal- 
ly meant examination of the 
soul; this kind of psycho- 
analysis, conducted by the indi- 
vidual himself, is valuable. 


From examining his own soul, 


any one of us can learn five 
general truths about all human 
beings: 

1. All of us are dual; we are 
conscious of a tension between 
our lofty ideals and their feeble 
realization—of conflict between 
what we ought to do and the 
way we act—of a struggle 
tween our ego, with its longing 
for supremacy, and the curbs 
placed on our will by other 
egos with contradictory desires. 
There are conflicts between our 
desire to be free of every re- 
straint, and the slavery to evil 
habits we suffer if we do throw 
off restraint; between the long- 
ing to be ourselves, and the 
fact~ that our best pleasures 
constantiy take us out of our- 
selves. This state of tension is 
an endemic state in man. 

2. Such a conflict is confined 
to man: animals know no such 
agonies of indecision between 
two apparent goods, pulling 
them in different directions at 
the’same time. This difference 
gives us a clue to the cause of 
all our tensions: for man has 
an immortal soul, and animals 
have not. We men are plagued 
with conflicts because we are 
suspended between the finite 
and the infinite; we are like 
mountain climbers halfway up, 
who aspire to the peak above, 
and shudder for fear of falling 
into the abyss below us.

4. But if the only alternative

There are two barriers sep- 
arating men from a happy des- 
tiny, and either one of.them 
may cause a timid man or wom- 
an to hold back and sink into 
despair. Some men are unwill- 
ing to make the intellectual ef- 
fort to seek truth for its own 
sake, to try to discover what 
this life is “all about,” to hum- 
ble their pride sufficiently to 
admit that God may be other 
than their present conception 
of Him, and that, to reach Him, 
they may still have many new 
things to learn and believe. That 
refusal holds back the proud 
from happiness. But there is 
another obstacle to belief; the 
refusal to admit Divinity be- 
cause of the demands such a be- 
lief would make on us, and be- 
cause we dare not face life 
without the habits of lust and 
avarice and selfishness which 
Faith would ask us to surrender.
